| TO MEADOW, GROVE AND STREAM WHERE 


COOL BREEZES BLOW. 


— — 


The Work of the Children's Aid—Forty- 
Four Little Ones Sent to Country Homes 
to Enjoy Pure Air and Food—Over Two 
Thousand Mothers and Babes Given a 
Trip on the River—Scenes and Incidents 
of the Departures. 


ROM the crowded garrets of 
the city tenements, where 
the little half-stified children 
look outupon the roofs of 
smoking tar and telegraph 
wires that quiver in the heat- 
to the quiet country where 
the clover blooms and the 
meek-eyed cows standin the 
meadows! Thatis the change 
which the generous people 
in charge of the ‘‘Children’s 
Aid’’ endeavor to secure for the delicate little 
ones that come under their care. No charity 
could be more noble or more worthy. 

Every Tuesday morning at the headquarters 
of the Aid, 40 North Eleventh street, the 
children that have been found by the agents 
or have applied for the relief during the 
week come together. They are fitted out with 
fresh and clean clothing sufficient for their 
country visit and are taken in charge by one 
of the managers and conveyed to their desti- 
nation. None are sent away for less than two 
Weoks, and where the families with whom they 
visit become attached to them they are per- 
mitted to remain as much longer than that 
time as can be agreed upon with their parents 
or guardians. 

THE CHILDREN ARE BROUGHT 
to the attention ofthe ‘‘Aid’’ through 
the various missions in the city, and 
are usually selected from the crowded 
districts near the river and along 
South Second street and up O’Fallon and 
such poorer highways. After being thus rec- 


ommended a visit is paid them by Miss Lizzie 
Lewis, the missionary of the society. Their 
parents are seen, the objects of the charity ex- 
plained and full details elicited regarding the 
wardrobe, etc., of the proposed beneficiary. 

Printed circulars are sent to the ministers 
of the various churches in the little towns 
near St. Louis calling attention to the poor 
and needy children of the city and the benefit 
they would derive from a week or two of 
country food and pure air. An appeal is made 
to the charitable of the congregations. Blanks 
are furnished with these circulars which the 
ministers return, giving the names of families 
willing to take charge of one or more children 
and the age and sex of the visitor desired. 

This morning forty-four little ones were sent 
into the country; twenty-seven to Centralia, 
III., and seventeen to Mechanicsville, Mo. 
Mr. Wilson Aull was in charge of the Centraila 

arty, and Miss Lewis went with the group to 
Mechanicsville. The young lady was very 
busy wher the reporter dropped in atthe head- 
quarters. 

It's only twenty minutes to train time. 
she said, ‘‘and 1 must get these seventeen 
children ready. There’s one poor little fellow 
there that we can’t send, because our supply 
of clothing has given out. Ob, can’t you please 
putinthe paper the statement that clothing 
is what we need more than anything else? 
The good people of the city have lots of little 
dresses and boys’ clothing fitting children 
from 5 to 12 years old that they would give 
these poor little ones. Ask them to send it 
care of Mr. Jas. E. Yeatman, 45 North 
Eleventh street. Every little garment means 
more than the mere clothing, as it is one of 
the necessary prerequsites to a visit in the 
country. 

Ho long have you been at work this sum- 
mer?’’ the reporter asked. 

„This is our third week. We have sent out 
over seventy children. Some have come back 
and many of them are going to stay all sum- 
mer. The families to whom they have gone 
have taken a liking to thein.’’ 

„I HAVE TWO O'“ MINE 
out in the country, sir, said an old Irish 
woman, with a curtsey, ‘‘an’ I’m goin’ to 
sind my little bye out there this morning. It’s 
a great blissing to me, so it is, sir, and the 
old lady looked as if it was. 

‘*She’s very poor, Miss Lewis explained as 
the mother moved away, ‘‘and she wasn’t 
able to keep the little ones She is a widow. 
The children were so sickly, too.“ 

‘*You get reports from them, of course?’’ 

„Oh, every week. Let me show you some 
letters I have received from the children who 
have gone. Miss Lewis then displayed a bun- 
dle of juvenile composition teeming with 
gratitude and tull of homely bits of descrip- 
tion through which ‘‘fresh milk’’ and ‘‘corn 
bread’’ and ‘‘aigs’’ occur with suggestive fre- 
quency just then the bus backed up to the 
— the mothers kissed the children good- 
bye and the happy load started off for the 
Union Depot. 

Among the children who left this morning

Messers. Grant Tilden and Selden Spencer, 
the managers, in a talk with the 1 af- 
ter the children had left, repeated Miss Lewis’ 
request for clothing from the charitable citt- 
zens,and said that old shoes were greatly 
needed by the little ones. Attention was also 
directed to the sanitarium, another branch 
of the ‘‘children’s aid, where mothers and 
their little ones under 4 years of age would be 
received and kept until the children would be 
pronounced sufficiently recovered by the phy- 
sician to be discharged from the institution. 


The Fresh Air Mission. 

Owing to some repairs being made upon the 
Chouteau the Fresh Air Mission made its regu- 
lar Tuesday trip on the steamer Helena this 
morning. Abouttwo thousand mothers and 


babies were on board when the boat backed 
out and started on her trip to 
Montesano Springs under the auspices of 
Messrs. Stiebel and Mastbrook. Provisions 
were on board, kindly donated by the follow- 
ing firms: Ely, Scudder & Bro., sugar; Alkire 
& Co., sugar; D. F. Leavitt, coffee; Barnhardt 
Mercantile Company, lemons: F. H. Rock- 
wood, teas; Huse, Loomis & Co., ice; St. Louis 
Dai Company, milk; Dozier, Weyl & Co., 
crackers, and flowers and ice cream to the 
ladies from the Elleard Floral Company and 
H. H. Stiebel. 

The ladies in charge were Mesdames Bar- 
nard, Mastbrook, Roberts, Kercheval, Mac- 
Intosh, Slueder, Keener. Joseph and Volmer. 
Messrs. Roberts and Hulsz and Drs. Martin, 
Krieger and Darrah were in attendance. 

The fresh air trips will be continued every 
Tuesday during the summer.

AN IMPENDING STRUGGLE. 


The Lock-Ont of Squire’s Great Pork Pack- 
ing Establishment. 
By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
BOSTON, July 27.—In an envelope containing 
the wages due him, each employe in John P. 
Squire & Son’s great pork packing establish- 


ment last evening found a copy of the follow- 
ing notice: 


The nature of our business is such and the 
distance to the points from which we draw 
our supplies for manufacture is so great that 


it is impossible to continue operations and 
give you employment under any degree of 
certainty as to the faithful performance of the 
duties we have engaged you to discharge. For 
reasons well known to you ail, but which we 
do not enumerate here, it has become our un- 
pleasant duty to you and to ourselves 
to terminate, forthe moment, our operation 
at these works and sever the relations which 
have so long and pleasantly existed between 
us and you, our employes. We do this no 
less for your relief and future good, than for 
our Own, as you may sec. This being the 
case, we now discharge you all, in order to re- 
lieve you and us from the unpleasant and 
very unhappy effects of this decision and to 
make it possibie for you to return to your 
places under circumstances and conditions 
upon which you and we will agree. Very 
truly yours, JOHN P. SQUIRE. 
TO AVOID A STRIKE. 

In further explanation of this notice Mr. 
Squire said: ‘‘My business is one in which no 
chances can be taken. A strike by my em- 

loyes right inthe midst of business would 
nvolve u loss of perhaps $300,000 or $400,000. 
I could not think of allowing my business to 
continue with the doubt and uncértainty 
hanging over it, sol have been doing my best 
to receive assurance from my men that they 
would not try to leave me in the lurch. 1 
found a man who has been th 
me twenty-eight years and who is a 
Knight of Labor, and I asked him if he 
would ascertain for me whether 
my men were thinking seriously of striking. 
This was two weeks after I had refused to 
have anything to do with parties outside of 
miy employes themselves. This man, after 
attending a meeting of the employes, told me 
that the men bad no serious thought of 
striking, and I might have no fearon that 
score; but when I asked him whether, if the 
Knights ordered themto go out, they would 
obey, he said he thought they would not 
strike, anyway, but he did not know. He 
would give me no positive answer on that 
point, and on further inquiry I found 
that there was no assurance whatever that 
a strike might not be inaugurated at 
any moment. could not keep niy business 
up under these conditions, but I still went on 
buying small droves of hogs and having them 
killed in order to supply my customers until 
this time. This with the various odd jobs to 
be done around such a place, has kept all the 
men with the exception of about a hundred or 
so, employed. Icouldn’t have the business 
go on longer inthis way. I was losing tran- 
sient customers right along. Why, here 
where we usually sold 1,500, 2,000 and 2,500 
hogs on some days, we now only had from 
800 to 400 hogs with which to supply the de- 
mand. Consequently, in order to save our- 
selves and put our business on something 
like a firm footing, we determined to take au 
aggressive step ourselves. 

TROUBLE FEARED. 

There are grave apprehensions of trouble to 
the works to-day. The men are not of the 
kind employed in manufacturing establish- 
ments and it is feared they will resort to vio- 
lence. A greater part of the police force of 
Cambridge and Somerville has been detailed to 

rotect the firm’s property. The Knights of 

bor have not yet —2 on a course of 
action. The Executive Board of District No. 
30 was in session yesterday afternoon and 
went to Cambridge last evening to consult 
with the officers of the local Assembly, of 
which the locked-out employes are mem 
bers.

Provisional Judge Harvey Fxplains His

Several 
cases of eggs were tipped off a truck by an ac- 
cident on Tremont street. On picking up the 
eggs from the street they were found to be 
made of porcelain, and instead of containing 
the legitimate products of the barn yard, they 
were filled with whisky, each egg holding a 
good square drink, as one of the spectators 
expressed it. The liquor was put in through 
a hole in the big end and the hole stopped 
by cement, which was chalked to resemble the 
natural color.

It is not the man, but the system, that ought 
to be destroyed.’’

seemed entirely in sympathy with Parsons 
and applauded him frequently. Mr. Allen was 
at Zefi’s Hall when the explosion occurred. 
At the Haymarket he saw Spies, Parsons, 
Fielden come he thought, Schwab, but was not 
certain of the latter. On cross-examina- 
tion the witness said he did not see 
Parsons at Zeff's Hall that evening. 
He was not at the Haymarket in the 
capacity of a reporter, but having 
another assignment in the neighborhood 
strolled down to the Haymarket in an ab- 
stracted mood.’’ He had instructions from 
his paper never to report Parsons. The wit- 
ness saw a Mr. Markoff at Zeff’s Hall, byt was 
positive that the man was notinthe coOmpany 
of the detendant (Fischer) at that place. Mr. 
Allen was asked if he saw Fischer. Hesaidno. 
Mr. T. R. Tuthill, another reporter, was at 
the Haymarket, but not on assignment, and 
while Parsons was speaking the witness 
thought the crowd was made of two classes— 
those opposed to the speaker and they were 
in the majority, andthose in sympathy with 
the speuker and they appeared to be 
e enthusiaatic than the leaders. 
stout, matronly woman, whose ample 
figure was enfolded in a white lawn dress, 
wasin Judge Gary’s court-room early this 
morning with a number of bouquets. When 
the anarchists were broughtin from the jail, 
the woman rose ina hurry, and quickly run- 
ning over to the prisoners, tendered each one 
of them a bunch of flowers. 
AN EYE WITNESS’ STATEMENT. 


Detective Cosgrove was one of 
the ofticers detailed to attend 
the Haymarket meeting. He testified 


articularly regarding the speech made 

y Parsons. Thecrowd present he estimated 
at 2,000, and it was very unruly and excited. 
Parsons, near the close of his speech, 
frequently cried, ‘‘To arms,’’ which served 
to greatly increase the excitement. The wit- 
ness kept going from the wagon tothe police 
station to report the exact condition of affairs, 
and when he went to the station the last time 
to report the character of Parsons’ incendiary 
utterances the police were mustering down 
Despiaines street. The witness went ahead 
and remained behind a telegraph pole 
when the firing commenced. His 
recital of the order to disperse, 
the explosion of the bomb and the firing into 
the police ranks did not vary from the former 
narratives. He was addressed by an officer 
standing near him, who atated he was wound- 
ed, and in helping him away from the 
scene they came across the dead body of 
Officer Degan. Detective McKeogh was pres- 
ent at the Haymarket and gave a similar ver- 
sion of the speeches and firing. 

E. E. Owen, a reporter, saw Parsons at the 
corner of Randoiph and Halsted streets 
shortly before the Haymarket meeting began. 


He asked Parsons where the meet- 
ing was to be  beld. Parsons replied 
that he did not know. ‘‘Why,’’ remarked 
the witness, ‘‘you are going to speak, 


aren't you?’’ ‘‘No.,’’ replied Parsons. 
iy going to the South side. 
Saying thie Parsons started for a 
street car, but drew back and slapping the 
witness familiarly on the back, remarked: 
Are you armed? Have you any 
dynamite about you?’’ Parsons then 
moved away. Lis wife accompanied him. 
Almost at the same time he saw Mayor Harri- 
son, and Schwab, who was running across the 
street, almost ran into Harrison. Sie did not 
see Schwab again that night. He heard Spies, 
Parsons and Fielden speak, and his recital of 
their utterances varied very slightly from 
the former accounts. The witness 
saw the approach of the police 
and running ahead of them mounted 
an iron stairway at the corner of Randolph and 
Desplaines streets. He heard the warning 
of the police to disperse very indistinctly, 
and immediately afterward a fiendish 
cry from the wagon followed by the 
explosion of the bomb. The witness was 
woundedin the leg almost at the first fre. 
The witness testified that he saw shots from 
the east side of the street and up to that time 
the police had not fired. 

M. C. Metzner, a hardware merchant at Des- 
laines and Randolph streets, made an exain- 
nation early the next morning where the 
bomb had exploded, and expressed the view 
that the excavation in the street was caused by 
either dynamite or giant powder. 


AN INTERNATIONALIST’S EVIDENCE. 

H. E. Heineman, a German reporter, was 

resent at the Haymarket at 7:30. He saw

From that date uu, 
til a within a few months Mr. Sherwood, chief 
ot the Dominion detective force and the 
head of the Canadian Government have 
been kept thoroughly posted concerning 
the designs and movements of the anarchists 
both in Chicago and New York. Mr. Sweeny, 
with Mr. Wilson as assistant, has ever since 
resided in Chicago. The former left for Cana: 
da about the time of the Haymarket massacre 
or soon after, presumably to prevent his being 
summoned as a witness against Spies, Par 
sons, Fielden, et al. Some time in 1885 Sweeny 
is said to have been admitted, at the same time 
the Danish Pinkerton detective named Jans- 
sen was installed as an armed Socialist to an 
armed group of the same body, and being an 
expert he became a drill- master. 

CAPTURED DYNAMITE. 

A large quantity of dynamite, shipped from 
Chicago to the Lake Superior region, estensi- 
bly for mining purposes, or about to be 
shipped, having been paid for by Chicago 
or New York anarchists, was discov- 
ered the da it was to have 
been dispatched, having been purchased in 
assumed names and was withheld at the in- 
stance of Sweeney or his associate, and the 
Chicago firm still holds the money for 
the same, over $100, with the affidavit 
of the detective making the disclosure.

Sweeny 
is also held to be the man who notified 
the Dominion detectives at Ottawa two 
years ago, of the departure from this city of 
one of the Decorsi, who had been formally 
commissioned in the West Lake street den to 
go to the City of Pull. adjoining 
the Canadian capital and organize a branch of 
the anarchists, some of whom had beenin 
correspondence with the Chicago dynamiters, 
asking that a man be sent down to give them 

roper instruction and put them on a regular 
ooting as a branch of the international organ- 
ization. Decorsi’a mission was known to 
Chief Sherwood before his arrival in the city, 
and he was shadowed from the moment 
of his arrival until enough had been 
known to warrant the latter in writing him to 
leave town onthe next train which he did. 
The hotbed of Socialism which he organized 
was closely watched from that day until it 
was raided, about a month ago. 
Sweeny is also supposed to be able to give the 
names and numbers, especially the latter, of 
those who were detailed to throw bombs on 
the 3d and 4th of May in different 
sections of the city, but this 
muy not be correct, as he was 
distrusted for some time before that date. He 
was No. 12’’ of the American Group of 
armed men, and was, therefore, in the same 
company with Janssen. 

Sweeny is now supposed to be in Canada. 

THE SOCIALIST MEETING. 

At the Socialist meeting last night, Dr. Ernst 
Schmidt, in the course of his remarks, said: 
„For those who have followed the course of 
the world's history there is nothing strange in 
the events of recent date. It is nonsense 
when the newspapers tell us that the work- 
ingman can better his position by means of the 
ballot-box.’’ The speaker went on to show 
that all laboring men were slaves, and 
charged ‘‘the corrupt press with being more 
responsible for the recent fight than any other 
cause.’’ In this strain the speaker continued 
his remarks, which were time and again in- 
terrupted by enthusiastioapplause. The fol- 
lowing resolutions were then adopted without 
a dissenting voice: 

Whereas. It is the boast of our jurisprudence that 
no man shall be condemned until he be fully heard in 
his oWn defense and his guilt established beyond a 
reasonable doubt by credible testimony, the law pre- 
suming the accused innocent until his guilt is thus 
established; and, 

Whereas, As all inquiries of this nature are affected 


in some measure by general public sentiment, and. 
Vhereas, The press is the chief instrument for 
formation and expression of public opinions; and, 


Whereas, Inthe pending trial of the so-called an- 
archlsts in the Criminal Court of Cook County upon 
the charge of the murder of Matthias J. Degan the 
press has, with almost entire unanimity, from the 4th 
of May, 1586, untilnow denounced the defendants 
as guiltvand clamoied for their condemnation and 
execution, although they have not yet been heard in 
their defense — has not fairly and fully published 
the evidence thus far adduced in the trial, particu- 
larly the cross-examination of the witnesses called 
by the proscenties ; therefore be It 

Resoived. That we declare the course of the press 
to be contrary to the spirit of the law and to the dic- 
tates of justice, and alike calculated and designed to 
do the accused a great wrong by misleading the pub- 
lic and withholding from it the means of forminga 
correct estimate or opinion upon the issue involved; 
that we believe it the duty of the press to publish the 
testimony in full, without comment, or at least to 
print a fair and impartial abstract of the whole testi- 
mony, equally that favorable to with that supposed to 
be against the prisoners. We further recommend to 
the organized workers of Chicago to follow in the 
footsteps of the Central Labor Union of New York, 
which is entering the arena of political action for the 
purpose of counteracting the repressive legislation 
thatthe capitalistic class will no doubt attempt to 
railroad through our legislative bodies. 

Geo. A. Schilling was the last speaker, who, 
inalengthy speech, tried to prove the press 
was in reality responsible for the Haymarket 
riot. Hats were passed, and $77 was collected 
for the defense of the anarchists. Copies of 
Herr Most’s Freiheit of Mays were distributed. 
The paper glorifies the Haymarket riot and 
anarchism in general. 


TWO HUSBANDS’ VENGEANCE, 


A Baker Uses His Pistol with Deadly Effect 
Strunk’s Shots. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 27.—Just before noon 
to-day John Koehler, a baker, shot and killed 
John Carter, a polisher, and mortally 
wounded Peter Haupt, a brick- 
layer. Several days ago Koehler 


left his young wife, charging her with in- 
fidelity and with love for Haupt. He went to 
see her today at his old home and 
found Haupt and Carter in the house. 
He tried to make them leave and they threat- 
ened to eject him, whereupon he pulled his 
pistol and killed Carter and shot Haupt through 
the head. Koehler gave himself up. 
THE NEW ALBANY TRAGEDY. 

Shortly atter the Louisville tragedy a similar 
one occurred across the river at New Albany, 
where Prof. J. G. Strunk shot and killed 
Charles Hoover and seriously wounded his 
father, Dr. Hoover. It is charged 
that young Hoover had been too in- 
timate with Strunk’s wife. Only a short 
while ago Strunk shot at Hoover, but with no 
serious result. Hoover and father were re- 
turning from dinner at noon when they met 
Strunk, who began shooting.

Young Hoover started to run, but was struck 
four times by Strunk's bullets and fell dead to 
the pavement.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


SENATOR PLUMB INDULGES IN PLAIN TALK 
ABOUT THE REVENUE SURPLUS. 


The Senate Agrees to the Morrison Resolu- 
tion, with One Amendment—Gen. Hazen’s 
Strange Action — The Hennepin Canal 
Amendment Defeated — Col. Lamont’s 
Trip to New York—Washington News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 27.—Speaking of 
the Morrison resolution this morning, Senator 
Plumb, who is one of its warmest supporters, 
said: ‘‘There is a certain class in Wall 
Street that think that no financial legis- 
lation is good unless it originates 
with them. They came to Washington at the 
time we voted to issué8 per cents and urged 
President Hayes to veto the Dill. 
They said the issue of these 
bonds meant ruin to the country. 
The bill was vetoed. The next winter they 
were back on their bended knees begging us 
for an issue of 3 per cents. We 
looked over the situation then, and voted 
to authorize the issue of 3 per cents, subject 
to call. If Hayes had signed the other bill 
these banks would have a series 
of long issue 3 per cent 
bonds, which are just what they 
want now. Ihave no doubt that this class of 
people, having predicted ruin to follows the 
reduction of the surplus, will do all 
they can to prove that any 
financial disturbance which follow the 
passage of this resolution is due to it. But 
they cannot keep thatup long. Itis nonsense 
for this Government to go on collect- 
ing money for taxes and not 


ut it out in cireulation. If they are going to 

eep this $100,000,000 absolutely intact it 
is like throwing so much money in the sea. 1 
would be in favor of reducing this reserve 
to $50,000,000. There has never been a demand 
upon it for more than $11,000,000, and that 
was only in the year following 
the resumption of specie payments. Since that 
time there has never been a demand for more 
than $6,000,000. There is no possibility of 
a call upon the Treasury for 
$50 , 000 , 000 n gold. No man or 
set of men could collect together $50.- 
000,000 in greenbacks for that purpose, with- 
out creating a panic and putting greenbacks to 
a premium, and then, under the law of 
1870, the Treasury could issne bonds 
of any denomination in any amount to control 
all the gold inthis country. With regard to 
the bonds to be called which are held by na- 
tional banks as a basis for circulation, I think 
that in my country thatthe banks will refuse 
to send the bonds in and will hold them 
without interest. There is no _ profit 
on national bank currency, excepting 
in New England and interior New York. Banks 
in the West comply with the law regarding 
circulation, to obtain the charter 
whichisofvalue to them. A National bank 
stands better in the financial world 
than a State or private institution. There are 
a great many banks being established in my 
State with a $10,000 capital. It would cost one 
ot these banks about $350 a year to 
maintain the required circulation on interest 
bearing bonds. Itis a plain business propo- 
sition, whether their charter is worth $350a 
year or not. Ithink in many cases they will 
conclude that it is and not send the bonds in 
for redemption.’’

Committee on Finance agreed by a ma- 
jority vote, this morning, to report the Mor- 
ison surplus resolution with an amendment, 
The text of the resolution remains as it came 
from the House, but the following proviso 


is attached: Provided that no call shall 
be made under the provisions of the 
resolution until a sum equal to the call is in 
the Treasury over and above the reserve 
herein mentioned, and provided further, 
that the Secretary of the Treasurv, 
in his discretion may bave in thie 
Treasury over and above the foregoing 
sum a working balance not exceeding $2,000. - 
000, and in the ease of any extraordinary 
emergency and when because there- 
of in the opinion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury the public interest 
shall require it, he may, by written order, 
suspend the further call for the payment of 
such indebtedness for such à period 
of time as shall be necessary to 
maintain the public credit unimpaired.’’ 
The division was upon party lines with the 
exception of Senator McPherson, who voted 
with the majority, and Senator Jones of Ne- 
vada, who voted with the minority. The mi- 
nority favored the unamended house regolu- 
tion.

A TERRIBLE MISTAKE, 


Mrs. Prill Uses Sulphuric Acid Instead of 
Holy Water. 


Prrrs hund, Pa., July 27.—Mrs. John Prill of 
South Twenty-eighth street made a mistake 
yesterday which may cost her her eyesight and 
disfigure her for life. She became greatly 
frightened when the terrible storm, which 
passed over this section yesterday, broke in 
its fury, and she ran up to her bed chamber 
for a vase of holy water with which to 
sprinkle herself in the hope that 
in that way she might ward off 
impending danger. In the excitement 
of the moment and the semi-darkness of the 
room, she missed the bottle in which the. 
water was kept and seized one filled with 
sulphuric acid. Mrs. Prill was nervous and 
she was not sparing with the terrible fluid, but 
dashed it in her face and over her head in con- 
siderable quantity. The first intimation she 
had of her mistake was the terrible pain which 
the acid inflicted. She cried out almost in- 
stantly in her anguish and the neighbors, 
hearing the cries, ran in to see what was the 
matter. They found the lady lying on 
the floor almost crazed with pain. Great red 
blotches, the work ofthe acid, were already 
appearing on her face and neck. It was some 
time before the situation was understood, but 
when it was, everything possible was done to 
stop the work of the destroying agent.

SECREPARY FOR IRELAND. 


The Premier, Lord Randolph Churchill 


Important Conference — Editor Cutting’s

EDITOR CUTTING’S CASE. 
EL Paso, Tex., July 27.—Consu! Brigham has 


received no official advices or instructions 
about the pending international troubles, and 


will probably not for a day or two, as the cor- 


respondence between the two Governments is 


carried on direct between Washington and the 
City of Mexico. Therefore, the exact status 
ot the affair is not known here. Paso del 
Norte continues full of Mexican troops. The 
higher portions of the city are plainly visibie 
from the American side. A number of troops 
can be seen busy at something or otheron an 
elevation back of the historic oid 
Cathedral, which the American visitors 
to Paso del Norte always go to see. It is 
thought they are throwing up earthworks for 
which purpose that spot would be particularly 
adapted. The commander of the Mexican 
post is Col. Unda, who achieved quite a repu- 
tation in the war against Maximilian, in 
which he was wounded. He is a man of letters 
and a poet. He is, however, by this time, 
probably outranked by a commander of 
higher grade inthearmy. In afew instances, 
Americans who venture over there are 
scouted at and often they are summarily 
searched for weapons, Ifany are found they 
are taken from them. The feeling among the 
Mexican masses is very bitter against Ameri- 
cans. They are quite defiant, and say it will 
bean easy matter for their country to whip 
the United States. They have somehow brought 
themselves to believe that the firing of the 
first gun would be the signal forthe Southern 
States to come to their assistance to revenge 
themselves upon the Northern States for the 
disastrous outcome of the great civil war. 
They likewise feel convinced that England 
would at once take their part and biockade the 
Atiantic and Guif ports of the United States. 
Senor Escapor, the Mexican Consul at El Paso, 
says unless One country or the other backs 
down, war cannot be averted, and he added: 
„Mexico will never comply with the demand 
that has been made. If it must 
come to tbat, you may be sure 
that Mexico will accept war first.’’ 
It is thought that he is apt to speak by au- 
thority, tor he is known to have heretofore 
reflected the sentiments of his Government. 
The Chief Justice of the State of Chihuahua, 
Senor F. F. Romas, bas arrived at Paso del 
Norte, ostensibly for the purpose of looking 
into the Cutting matter. Senor Rincon, Pri- 
vate Secretary to the Governor of Uhihauhua, 
has published a contradiction of the report 
that made him state to Consul Brigham that 
no more troops would be sent to Paso del 
Norte. He says he is no position to 
know what movements the Federal Mexi- 
can troops will make. The Mexican press is 
intensely patriotic and belligerent, and wants 
their government to listen to no negotiations 
whatever. The Mexican paper published at 
Paso del Norte, the Observadi Frontreza, says: 
Do you Americans believe that because 
you belong to a populous nation vou will 
cause our weaker nation to vacillate? You 
think so” Do you think by noise and hurrahs 
you can scare the authorities? Never believe 
it; never let it enter your mind. You can 
never impose upon the sons of a warlike and 
Valiant nation.’ 

NO RESORT TO ARMS. 
NEW YORK, July 27.—The Tribune’s Wash- 
ington correspondent gays: Secretary Endi- 
cott was usked yesterday if there was any in 
tention of moving troops toward Mexico. He 
said there was nothing in it so far as he knew. 
To a reporter of the Critic he is reported as 
Saying in ironical tones: ‘Don’t you think it 
rather ridiculous to make war on Mexico for 
the sake of one man, when we have tamely 
submitted for the last two months the indigni- 
ties of the Candaians upon hundreds of our 
citizens?’ The general belief is that Editor 
Cutting’s case will be peaceably settled through 
diplomatic influence without any resort to 
arms.“ 
_THE FEDERAL AUTHORITIES POWERLESS. 
NEW York, July 27.—The Sun’s Washington 
correspondent says: The Government is 
greatiy embarrassed in dealing with the Cut- 
ting case, because there is no United States 
Consul at Chihuahua. Formerly this place 
was of no particular importance, but since 
the Mexican Central Railroad was opened and 
American capital began to be invested in 
mines, the business of the consulate has large- 
ly increased, and there is no one to attend to 
it. The city of Chinuahuais the capital and 
commercial metropolis of the State of the 
same name. It is absolutely essential that 
the United States should be represented there 
by a competent man. There is no place on 
the border, not even excepting Matamoras, 
where citizens of the United States are 80 
numerous and have such large interests. In 
the city of Chihuahua is an American colony 
of seventy-five ora hundred persons, and in 
the surrounding country are several hundred 
more, representing several millions of capi- 
tal, yet the United States Consulate has been 
vacant for nearly three years, and nobody can 
be found who will accept the office. The 
reason is that no salary is attached to it, and 
the fees amount to only a few hundred dollars 
a year. No man can afford to accept the 
place, as the duties are so arduous that they 
will require hf entire time, if he attends to

The bonds draw 6 per cent 
per quarter, and any one purchasing u coupon 
will®have one chance in the drawing 
to win the interest on the entire issue 
of the Government. Of course the 
Austrian Government is engaged in no such 
business, and the whole thing is either a 
swindle or new lottery scheme. 
The other party in the schemes 
has not yet been arrested. Weiss avers it is a 
legitimate business, and that the Austrian 
Government has such drawings. War- 
ranta for fraud and for lottery will be applied 
foragainst him. A bond for $100 redeemable 
in 1920 Weiss sells for $110 pay- 
able in monthly instaliments and, as stated, 
the bonds bear 6 per cent interest quarterly. 
The purchaser is given a receipt and the bond 
is kept in Hugo Lederer’s bank.

LANCASTER’S RECORD. 

R. D. Lancaster, formerly known as 
Dark Lantern Dick, but now by the favor 
of President CLEVELAND installed as the 
reform Surveyor of the Port of St. Louis, 
has led a stirring life and his career has 
been marked here and there by memor- 
able days. October 5, 1874, was one of 
these memorable days. On that day he 
went on the bond of JoHN Bussy, distiller, 
to the amount of $35,000. August 24, 1875, 
was another memorable day. On that day 
he again went on the bond of BusBY for 
$25 , 000. 

Wealthy and generous LANCASTER! Un- 
fortunately, according tothe statements 
of himself and of his partner and of his 
bussiness associates, at the time when he 
went security for thief BusBy, he was 
himself utterly bankrupt and not 
worth a cent. His partner, JoserH H. 
TIERNAN, Says: 

‘*LANCASTER’S losses in the Big Muddy Iron 
Company came pretty heavy and fast in the 
spring of 1874, and after he had exhausted his 
personal effects, he began to mortgage his 
real estate, and on the llth day of June, 1874, 
made the first of these incumbrances. This 
was prior to his signing the Busby bond. This 
incumbrance was for $11,877.20 and covered 
two pieces of property. Later on he was com- 
pelled to increase this mortgage and on the 
24th day of April, 1876, borrowed $15,000. With 
this he paid off the $11,000 deed of trust and the 
balance of the loan was applied toward tne 
payment of Big Muddy obligations.“ 


There are two other memorable days in 
the Lancastrian record. On May 19, 1876, 
the United States optained judgment 
against Mr. LANCASTER on the Busby bond 
in the sum of $35,000. On May 20, 1876, 
the same United States obtained judg- 
ment against the same LANCASTER on the 
second Busby bond in the sum of $25,000. 

But the United States did not get its 
money back. For by a curious coinci- 
dence, Mr. LANCASTER, against whom 
these suits had been pending since Octo- 
ber, 1875, had increased the mortgage on 
his already mortgaged property within 
four weeks of thetime when the judg- 
ment was rendered, andas Mr. TIERNAN 
says: ‘‘I remember that LANCASTER mort- 
„ gaged his homestead in block 1986, front- 
“ing forty feet on Compton avenue, some 
“time in the year 1876.“ 

He mortgaged it on May 16, 1876, just 
three days before judgment was entered 
against him. After the government had 
compromised Mr. LANCASTER’S liability of 
$60,000 for $500 Mr. LANCASTER bought back 
his homestead for 863, and so qualified 
himself for appointment to the fattest 
office in Missouri under a reform Adminis- 
tration. 
The facts we have mentioned are con- 
tributed by Mr. LANCASTER himself and 
his business partner, Mr. TIERNAN, and 
were furnished by them to the Govern- 
ment as evidence that LANCASTER had not 
swindled the Government and ought not 
to be investigated.

VEST AND ATKINS, 


Senator VEST, in testifying before the 
Platt Committee in regard to that Indian 
tradership scandal, warmly indorses In- 
dian Commissioner ATKINS as a thoroughly 
honest man, but nevertheless relates facts 
which show that Mr. Arkrns’ honesty is 
not of the kind which makes a man over- 
scrupulous in handling the spoils of 
patronage. 

Senator VEST says ATKINS was indig- 
nant when told that Senator JACKSON’S 
brother was using a trader’s license as a 
means of extorting blackmail, ll didn: 
ised that he would write to JACKSON on 
the subject and would protect the men 
whom JACKSON was trying to blackmail, 
but explained that he would have to do 
this by licensing REYNOLDS or CLEVE- 
LAND jointly with JACKSON, as he could 
not revoke the latter’s license without in- 
curring the hostility of Senator Jackson. 
This answer was not strictly in line with 
the idea that public office is a public trust. 
It is more in accord with the old spoils 
idea that public office and the patronage 
thereof may properly be used as a means 
of paying for political support in the past 
or for further promotion in the future. 
When Mr. ATKINS subsequently told 
Senator Vest that he had seen Senator 
JACKSON and would have to stand 
by the latter’s brother, and could not 
fulfill the promise made to VST 
in regard to the license, our Sena- 
tor admits that he was surprised 
and indignant, but denies that he ever 
doubted or disparaged the honesty of the 
Indian Commissioner. 

Mn. ATKINS may be honest in the ordin- 
ary acceptation of the word, but his ideas 
of official rectitude appear to have been 
borrowed from the old Republican regime 
that so long kept the Indian Bureau reek- 


ing with corruption and scandal.

The 
almond-eyed Japanese umpire stood to bis 
guns, however. He said that I had reached 
the base without being touched, and that I 
was therefore safe to all law and precedent. 
My men were so couvulsed with laughter 
that the next one who came tothe bat knocked 
a feeble ‘‘daisy cutter’’ into the second base- 
man's hands and then ran me off my base. I 
started for second, however, fully determined 
to steal that base if Yankee ingenuity could 
Coit. Sami, the biack-eyed first baseman, 
was hot upon my trail. I dodged to the right, 
but the second baseman was prepared and 
beaded me off. Finally, I out-maneuvered 
him and got between him and the 
base. But a new difficulty awaited me. The 
center fielder had played up in good shape and 
covered the base. TL ball was thrown to him 
by the now breathless baseman and I was 

ain headed off. I circled about in the hope 
of luring the fielder from the base and suc- 
ceeded. But this profited me nothing, for by 
that time the whole Japanese nine was gath- 
ering around that base in astate bordering on 
insanity. Aftertwo or three revolutions in 
my orbit I broke away toa neighboring rice 
field, with the whole nine at my heels, and the 
umpire running along to see fair play. 
Finally laughter and an unseen obstacie 
brought me to the ground. The second fielder 
umped upon me and pounded me triumphant- 
y with the ball, while the umpire officially, 
and with as much solemnity as his lack of 
breath permitted, declared me‘‘out.’’ That 
broke up the game. My men were fairly 
doubled up with laughter, and my friend, the 
schoolmaster, raged up and down, filled with 
scorn and wrath against his unfortunate 
pupils, into whose heads he had labored three 
months to incuicate the principles of base 
ball, with this ludicrous result.

A BIG WINNER. 


The Record of the Horse That Won the 
Eclipse Stakes. 


Bendigo, the winner of the Eclipse Stakes of 
£10,000 at Sandown Park, England, last Fri- 
day, was bred in Ireland by the late Mr. M. 
Taylor, and when a 2-year-old was sold at the 
Curragh for 70 guineas to Mr. T. Connolly, be- 
ing then practically untried. Bendigo was 
not run as a 22-year-old, but at the Curragh in 
September, 1883, he was sold to his present 
owner, Mr. H. T. Barclay, for 80 guineas, 
with his engagements for the Cesarewitch and 
Cambridgeshire. He was brought over to En- 
giand, where he took a bad cold, and ran un- 
placed for the Cesarewitch, and so badi did 
he continue to do that Mr. Barclay was about 
to ‘‘scratch’’ him for the Cambridgeshire, but 
he was persuaded out of the idea, and the colt 
started carrying ninety-four pounds, winning 
by a neck, with the odds at 50 to 1 against him 
from a eld of twenty-four other runners, 
which included the Americans, Girofle and Ab- 
botsford, he covering the distance—a mile and 
240 yards—in 2:072-5. Bendigo's next race was 
tor the Liverpool Autumn Cup, when, with 123 
pounds, he ran unplaced. Asaé4-year-old in 
1884 Bendigo only ran three times. On the 
first occasion he was unplaced for the 
Stewards’ Cup at Goodwood, with 117 pounds. 
He was next second to Florence for the Cam- 
bridgeshire, at1l4 pounds, and subsequentiy 
unplaced for the Chetwynd Handicap at Leices- 
ter, with 116 pounds. Again, Bendigo was only 
out three times in 1885, but he did much better 
thanin 1884. He began by winning the Lin- 
colnshire Handicap, with 117 pounds, running 
the wile (straight) in 1:564-5, when he beat a 
eld of twenty. He next won the Hardwicke 
Stakes at Ascot, when, with 138 pounds, he 
ran the Swiniey course, a mile and a half; in 
2:43 2-5; while.for his third and last race, until 
the Eclipse as above, he was again second, 
witb 134 pounds, for the Cambridgeshire, the 
French-bred 3-year-old filly, Plaisanterie, at 
124 pounds, winning easily.

THE DANGER OF FIGHTING IN THE STATE 
OF DELAWARE. 


Prospect of Trouble for the Golden-Mc- 
Creavey Party—The Peril Which Sullivan 
Invites When He Is Drunk—What Hearld 
and the Boston Boy Should Do-Wiil 
Smith and Mitchell Meet In England 
—Speculation as to the Result of Such a 
Contest—Teemer’s Fall—Macon’s Melange. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 22.—The laws of Dela- 
ware and New Jersey are very severe, and 
what is worse for those who offend against 
them, they are very strictly enforced, espe- 
cially against strangers. A couple of weeks 
ago, a lot of sports hired a tug one night, and 
steamed down the Delaware, until they ar- 
rived at Dupont’s old powder pier, between 
Chester and the mouth of Christiana Creek. 
It is a lonesome spot far away from the near- 
est house, and the ‘‘excursionists’’Jthought 
they were bothering no one. They were mis- 
taken for they were in the State of Delaware. 
They disembarked and ‘‘Nitchie’’ Golden and 
Jack McCreavey fought eleven rounds Mar- 
quis of Queensberry style with Jimmy Ryan 
for referee. Golden won. The party re- 
turned to the city and reports of the 
fight appeared in all the papers. Then 
the powers that be in the state of the Blue 
Hen’s Chicken discovered that the majesty of 
the law had been offended and they dispatched 
the Chief of Police of Wilmington to this city 
to arrest the offenders. Golden, McCreavey 
and Ryan were apprehended and brought be- 
fore a magistrate who committed them to 
prison to await a requisition from the Gov- 
ernor of Delaware. Meantime their counsel 
is making strenuous endeavors to have them 
released on.a writ of habeas corpus but itis 
not pellewag tha his efforts will be successful. 
The maximum penalty for being even a wit- 
ness to a prize fight in Delaware, for spectg- 


tors are equaly guilty with principals, is ten 
years imprisonment, $500 fine, fifty lashes 
given in the public market place and one hour 
in the pillory. There seems to be little doubt 
thatthe trio will be taken to Delaware, and 
ifthey areand their judge isa severe one it 
will go hard with them. It is safe to say that 
there willbe no more prize lights in Delaware 
for some time to come.

n which he stands. A year or so ago, when 
reports of Sullivan’s Boston carousals were in 
all the papers, a well known man of the world 
saidtome: ‘‘Sullivan certainly does not see 
the danger he runsin goingonaspree. When 
in his cups he is overbearing and offensive. 
Some day he will run across a man who will 
not tuke any of his nonsense. Just as like as 
not it will be some puny fellow anxious to 
make a record at his expense. I would hate 
to see any such harm come to Sullivan, but he 
is bringing it upon himself. Mark my words, 
if ever he goes to New York, the police 
of that city will lay for him and do him 
up. There is getting to be a wide 
spread belief that no one would be 
seriously punished who shot him. Certainly 
little would be done to any officer who should 
do him up in the discharge of his duty. lam 
not so sure that some patrolman anxious for 
notoriety and promotion would not strain a 
point, if Sullivan was drunk, to bring on a 
difficulty that would give him opportunity to 
use his pistol on him. If he were wise he 
wonld be a very sober and polite man, doing 
all his üghting in the ring, and there only. 
This conversation came back to me a few 
weeks ago, when the editor of a New York 
dramatic paper suggested in print that Sulli- 
van was making a nuisance of himself and 
that there was reasonable doubt of anyone be- 
ing punished who would shoot him in a diff. 

Ithink this idea was uppermost in the 
drunken policeman’s mind when he sought 
Sullivan out. Fortunately John was sober, 
and more fortunate will he be if he takes the 
lesson to heart and keeps so.

One or t’other must be the better 
man and the curiosity to find out which is 
which will be so great that I think 
Charley will have to agree to deter- 
mine it by Aa fight. Should he 
return here without fighting Smith or being 
matched to do so, it would be with loss of 
prestige, for people would feel that if he were 
sure of his ability to best him he certainly 
would not leave him without trying todo so, 
therefore I teel certain that he and Smith will 
come together. Mitchell could not be induced 
in this country to fight Greenfield. Whether 
he will take kindly to Greenfield’s master re- 
mains to be seen. Should Mitchell refuse 
or avoid a fight with Smith it will cock 
the latter up amazingly and induce par- 
ties here to offer him big money to come over. 
If he does his first mark would be Sullivan and 
his success or failure with him would deter- 
mine Jargely his future. The talk.of matching 
inferior men, no matter how good, against 
him is for advertising purposes mainly. 
Smith’s position is like that of adarkey who 
went fishing for trout and caughta catfish. 
Throwing the ‘*catty’’ back into the stream, 
he observed: ‘‘When I fishes for trout I wants 
trout and nuffen else.“ Smith wants cham- 
pion honors to make big money, and he can’t 
afford to waste his time on the ‘‘catties’’ of 
the ring.

THE STOCKHOLDERS PROTEST AGAINST THE 
PROPOSED THOMSON BOND SETTLEMENT, 


Opinion Gaining Ground That the Proposi- 
tion Should Be Accepted—Hearings In 
Court—More Intervening Petitions—Meet- 
ing of Stockholders—Receiver Thompson 


Talks. 


Judge Lubke attended in chambers to-day at 
the Court-house, but no mater in connection 
with the affairs of the collapsed Provident 
Bank was brought to his attention during the 
morning hours. He will sit to-morrow in 
Court No. 2, after Judge Dillon has disposed 
of some motions in that division of the Court. 
The only document filed during the morning, 
pearing upon the bank affairs, was the foliow- 
ing remonstrance of Herman A. Haeussler, a 


stockholder: 
A REMONSTANCE. 

And now comes H. A, Haeussler, one of the 
stockholders in said bank, and respectfully 
obiects to the terms of the proposed com- 
promise with the sureties of Almon B. Thom- 
son, the absconded cashier of the agi tae 
Bank, or the surrender or transfer of his 
official bonds and hypothecated securities on 

ms as proposed. 
* rt: HERMAN A. HAEUSSLER. 

This matter will probably be called up to- 
morrow morning, when the petition of the re- 
ceiver on the subject will be considered. At 
the outset there appeared to be strong opposi- 
tion to the proposed settiement, but some of 
the attorneys direetly con cerned as depositors 
have experienced a change of sentiment, and 
this morning they were standing in the 
court- house rotunda advocating the settle- 
ment as the best arrangement for the creditors 
ofthe bank. Its acceptance meant the imme- 
diate receipt of $50,000 to be applied te pay- 
ment of the first dividend; its rejection sig- 
nified the sacrifice of a certainty for the 
hazy chance of recovery after years of 
litigation in the courts against the sure- 
ties. Said one of the largest depositors: 
„perhaps I know nothing about law although 
I have practiced it fifteen years, but common 
gense dictates to me that the proposition is 
one that possesses all the advantages on the 
side of the depositors. If there is any com- 
pounding of a felony in the transaction it 

certainly cannot relate to the receiver. 
It is his duty simply to make the 
best he can out of the assets and to 
realize every dollar possible in respect of 
claims due the bank. The receiver is not 
clothed with authority to spend money in 
bunting downa criminal. Let all the little 
creditors fume and frizzie and spit like saus- 
ages ina frying-pan and throw the receiver's 
petition out of court and what will be the re- 
sult? Why take the case of Obey E. 
Owen, the defaulting teller of the Third Na- 
tional Bank. The suits against his sureties are 
still pending in the courts. They have been 
there for years, and the term of the convict is 
well-nigh expiring, but no settlement has yet 
been reached with his bondsmen. In 
one case there has been no trial, and 
in another there was a hung jury. 
We want no such experience as that with 
Thomson’s bondsmen. It is absurd to hear 
the hue and outcry about a perfectly plain and 
clear proposition based on the most speedy 
method of settling with bondsmen.’’ 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT 
in last evening’s PostT-DISPATCH tothe effect 
that Receiver Thompson contemplated resign- 
ing the trust created some uneasiness 
among the creditors, and the receiver was 
eagerly sought forinformation. Mr. Thomp- 
son admitted that he had been discouraged by 
the attitude of the depositors relative 
to the proposed settlement with the 
cashier’s bondsmen and it gave him a fit of 
big disgust. The parties who have the largest 
interests at stake in the Provident Bank had 
talked with him, however, and expressed 
their strong desire that he should go on and 
administer the trust, ignoring the comments 
and criticisms of various people, and that ap- 
peared to be the right course, unless 
the stockholders could adopt some plan that 
would be practicable for winding up the insti- 
tution themselves. If they could he wasin 
favor of that, and would cheerfully resign. 
It seemed, however, that women and minors 
figured largely upon the list of the stockhold- 
ers and it would be difficult to carry out that 
arrangement. A committee of stockholders 
had been selected to examine the books, and 
every facility would be extended them by the 
receiver in that regard. 
MORE INTERVENING PETITIONS. 

An intervening petition was filed this after- 
noon by G. H. Thiel, setting forth that he had 
on deposit at the Provident Bank subject 
to his order the sum of 85,042 
when Receiver Thompson took charge of the 
institution. On the 20th of Aprilof the pres- 


ent year, the St. uis Hansom 
Cab Company executed a note for 
the sum of $4 ,500 payable four 


months after date tothe order of the Provi- 
dent Bank. Mr. Thiel is a joint maker of 
the note, and he usks for an order 
of court directing therecetver to deliver the 
said note and tocredit Mr. Thiel’s account 
with the amount of the note with interest. 

In another petition filed this afternoon, Mr. 
Thiel states that he purchased of the 
Provident Bank in current funds, on 
exchange on the Nationai 
City Bank of New Tork for $300, 
and on the 12th of July exchange for $500, ana 
on July 13 exchange for $50. Payment was re- 
fused in New Vork, and the court is asked to 
direct the receiver to collect and refund. 

THE MEETING OF STOCKHOLDERS. 

At the meeting of the stockholders of the 
Provident Savings Bunk and their representa- 
tives, hela yesterday at Broadhead 4 Hueuss- 
ler's office, eleven of the stockholders, rep- 
resenting 315 shares, were present, as fol- 
lows: Grant Tilden, for John W. Donnsll, 5 
flares, and for himseif and brother, 52;H.A.

The Knights of Labor in Politics — Replies 
Received by the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers Association to the Ante-Dis- 
crimination Circular—County and State 
Conventions—Gossip. 


The hottest fight in the State Convention 
will be over the Supreme Judgeship nomina- 
tion, It is now pretty well understood 
that in the event that Judge 
Henry’s failure of success becomes evident in 
the convention in time to admit of a trade, 
his delegates, particularly those 
from St. Louis, Will go over 
to Alex. Martin. Should such a transfer of 
strength occur Martin’s nomination would be 
but the question of one ballot. Brace is de- 
veloping surprising backing in a number of 


large counties, He is said to be run- 
ning on his rebel war record and 
Campbellite religious tendencies. It is 


said that he is particularly favored by the 


clergy, who, itis claimed, carried one county 
mass-meeting for him, against the combined 
efforts of Henry and Martin men to leave the 
delegation uninstructed. 

From information carefully collected by the 
PostT-DISPATCH, it is evident that Martin's 


country strength is on the in- 
crease. He more than maintains 
the lead obtained earl in the

one of his opponents. Inthe counties which 
have held conventions up to date, the number 
of instructed votes is distributed as follows:

A CHICAGO BLUFF. 


Complaints of St. Louis Inspection of Wheat 
Instigated by Chicago Buyers. 


The life of a member of the Board of Grain 
Inspectors is as Gilbert said of a policeman’s 
lot—notahappyone. He is subject to criti- 
ciem. Some of it is not confined within polite 
limits. Just now the local board is much dis- 
turbed because of recent reflections cast upon 
it by correspondents of local factors. A number 
of letters have been received in the past few 
days from Illinois grain dealers complaining 
that St. Louis is not as liberal in wheat inspec- 
tion as it was earlier in the season; that wheat 
was allowed to grade No. 2 here 
four weeks ago, and now the same 
wheat of the same crop is graded No. 3. es- 
cott & Hall received a letter this morning 
from Brady & Moore, bankers at Benton, 


III., who complain of the rigidity 
of the inspection at St. Louis and 
say that last year they signed 


a remonstrance against State grain inspection 
| at East St. Louis. because they believed that 

St. Louis would treat them fairly. Now 
they will no longer sign such re- 
monstrances, but have addressed a 
circular to IIIIinois dealers, asking 
them to combine to secure State inspection at 
East St. Louis. This is but one of the kind, 
and local grain dealers have been made pretty 
hot under the collar by noting the fact 
that Chicago to-day received 3858 cars 
of winter wheat ugainst less than 300 
cars received at St. Louis. Chief Inspector 
Dutcher was seen this morning on the matter. 
He said: The inspection is not more rigid now 
than it was four weeks ago. The whole 
trouble arises from this state of things. Four 
weeks ago the wheat that came into 
the elevators from Illinois was fresh and 
bright. It readily graded No. 2, and there was 
no liberality in so grading it. Now the wheat 
that comes in is Te of the crop, not so 
clean and bright, and it would be wrong to 
grade it higher than No. 3.’’ 

One of the inspectors said at this point: 
There is a car belonging to Wescott & Hall on 
the track of that kind; it is full of broken 
wheat and will not grade higher than No. 8. 
They complain of it, and say it ought to grade

The kicks now being made very probably 
arise from the fact that when the wheat was 
beginning to move, St. Louis buyers, notably 
the Grier Commission . went into 
Illinois and bought largely, leaving little for 
the local buyers. hen, too, Chicago 
has tried to stirup antagonism to St. Louisin 
Order to control the crop. St. Louis No. 2 has 
better standing in Europe than the same grade 
from any market, and sells higher. Chicago 
No. 2 has always been notoriously bad, and in 
spite of its low quality Chicago buyers are pay- 
ing from 1 to 2 cents more than 
St. Louis buyers. As the reputa- 
tion of the St. Louis grade abroad would 
be injured by a more liberal grading than now 
prevails itis not probable that the bluffs of 
Chicago or complaints of local Illinois dealers 
will affect the stand the inspectors have taken. 


RUN DOWN IN CHICAGO. 


Charles Engel, a Notorious Cracksman, 
Captured by Pinkerton Detectives. 


CHICAGO, July 27.—A very important arrest 
was made here yesterday by 
the Pinkerton National Detective 
Agency, in the apprehension of Charles 
Engel, alias Charles Warren, alias 


George Ingle, a dangerous professional 
burglar, whose depredations have eatended 
all over the country. Among the robberies 
that Engel is charged with is that 
which was perpetrated on the house 
of J. L. Kennedy in Newport in 
1884. The robbery occurred while the family 
were at dinner and nearly $20,000 worth of 


diamonds and other jewelry was taken. The 
thief effected an. entrance by climb- 
ing up the ortico of the house 
and getting nto the bedrooms. 


All this jewelry was recovered from a Chicago 
fene“ by Mr. Pinkerton and turned over to 
Mr. Kennedy. In September, last 
the house of Admiral Baldwin 
n Newport was robbed in precisely 
the same manner and some $12,000 worth of 
valuables taken. Two other residences 
in Newport suffered in the same 
way. A little after this the house 
of ex-Gov. Lafflin of Massachusetts, 
situated near Boston, was also robbed. All 
of Admiral Baldwin's property was found 
under a stone near Newport by some 
farmers, and upon recovery of his prop- 
erty Admiral Baldwin did not prosecute 
the case further. His house was robbed again 
the first day of the present month and a large 
uantity of silverware was carried off. Mr. 
Pinkerton has complete evidence connecting 


Engel with all these robberies, and last

A BUSINESS SENSATION, 


The Irregular Grading of Corn by the New 
York Produce Exchange, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, July 27.—The Board of Managers 
of the Produce Exchange have had under con- 
sideration for some time a number ot charges 
which are regarded as more serious in so far 
as they affect the standing of responsible 
members of the Exchange. The offense 
charged strikes at the very existence of 
ali the vast business of the Exchange 
carried on per sample. The charge is that 


during April a vast quantity of corn was 
marked up from ‘‘steamer’’ grade to- ‘No. 2, 

a grade higher. This, itis asserted, was done 
by order of the grain committee, or a majority 
of it. The quantity thus falsely graded, it is 
estimated, is fully 300,000 bushels, but just 
how extensive the manipulation has been and 


who is responsible, a special committee 
of the board of * ey is just now 
trying to find out. E. R. Livermore and 
Gustay Schwab are on tbis investigating 


sub-committee, and already seven long ses- 
sions have been held and upward of a thou- 
sand pages of testimony taken. The utmost 
care has been taken to keep the matter a se- 
cret, as much forthe good name of the Ex- 
change as for the possible exculpation of 
members now under a cloud. The attention 
of members was first drawn to the fact that 
there was something wrong in the grading of 
corn, when letter after letter was received 
fromthe European consignees complaining 
that corn sent as No. 2’’ was not upto grade, 
and should have been marked ‘‘steamer’’ 
corn. Numerous arbitrations were had 
on the other side to set right the wrong, and 
in some cases as much as 5 shillings per 
quarter was awarded in difference to the 
buyer of the shipped corn, which had been 
sold perinvoice. The losses were often very 
large, and created a distrust among the mem- 
bers of the trade. The fault, it was alleged, 
lay with the grain committee here, which was 
made up of A. R. Bingham, T. A. McIntyre, 
Max Held, C. R. Hickok and E. P. Cusbing. 


The Inspectors of Grain are made the 
special supervisors of this committee and 
obey the orders of the committee as 


regards grain. It was found tbat

or worse, occurred in Aprilon corn for May 
delivery. Atthat time Messrs. Bingham and 
McIntyre of the committee were in Europe. 
Max Held, who formed a minority of the quo- 
rum left at home, has given his testimony be- 
fore the committee of investigation, and ap- 
pears to have been mainly.a protester against 
the manner of doing things adopted by his 
two associates on the committee. Of these 
other two members, Mr. Hickok is now 
in Europe, and Mr. Cushing, when asked 
what he had to say touching the reports, 
declined to utter a word of explanation.

They continued 
to buy upon the inspection certificates, but 
failed to get the ‘‘corner’’ they had calculated 
upon, and now, it is said, can show aloss of 
$57,000, due to the quantity of steamer corn 


duinped on them as No. 2 and inno- 
cently accepted by them as such. The 
matter now is to find out what 
members of the grain committee 


have been guilty of unbusiness-like conduct 
in ordering inspectors to change the grades of 
corn, and of neglecting to see that samples 
were properly graded. There are all kinds of 
rumors on the Exchange, some of them of 
the most damaging sort, against certain mem- 
bers of the grain committee, and itis freely 
asserted that a bear movement in one grade of 
corn was highly successful to those in tle 
secret of the false grading. If the charges are 
declared proved, it is regarded as certain that 
several members will be expelled in disgrace 
from the Exchange, and some bitter suits for 
damages will be started in the courts. The 
Committee of Investigation declare that their 
report will not be ready for several weeks, 
though every effort is making to hurry up the 
conclusion.

The conclave week, beginning September 
21, will be one of high carnival and crowded 
hotels. The presence of 75,000 visitors will 
place space at a premium, and ‘‘standing 
room only’’ will be the rule. In the lodging 
places provided for the Sir Knights by the 
local committees the modest but useful cot 
willrub up familiarly against baskets of the 
exclusive and exhilarating Maltese-cross 
brands of champagne. While there will be 4 
great deal of bustle and excitement, the 
Knights will take everything good-naturedly 
and the best of feeling will prevail. In con- 
nection with the entertainment of delegates to 
tne Conclave, the bureau of information es- 
tablished by the local Knights Templar issued 
a printed circular this morning to the effect 
that while they will do everything in their 


power to make their guests com- 
fortable, attention is called to the 
fact that it will be impossible 


to avoid the crowding and many little incon- 
veniences that necessarily attend so large a 
gathering and that due allowances should be 
The facilities of hotels and 
boarding-houses will be tested to their fullest 
extent, but — the unusually large crowd, 
even for a carnival season, there is no danger 
that all will not be accommodated, 

After the custom on such occasions the 
Southern, Lindell, Laciede and other 
large hostelries will bring cots into 
requlsition wherever convenient and 
such n thing as sleeping ten 
in a room will not be unusual. Contracts 
forthe little canvas beds by the hundreds 
have already been made with manufacturers, 
large supplies of tableware are being laid in 
and preparations are being made on an ex- 
tensive scale to meet the requirements of this 


unexpected call upon their resources. At the 
Southern, a POST-DISPATCH reporter was 
informed that a bill had just been 
paid for $5,000 worth of table and 


ped linen alone and that the management 
expected to expend at least $20,000 in increas- 
ing their accommodations before the house 
would be considered ready for the business of 
the conclave week. At the other hotels a sim- 
ilar story was told; the amount to be expended 
in each case varying with the size of the house. 
In addition to the expenses incurred in this 
direction all of the hotels have subscribed 
liberally to the Knights Templar fund and 
they will need packed houses all week 
to insure them from loss on the speculation. 
The prices charged by the hotels will be about 
the average of their regular rates, and will be 
uniform to all without regard to size or loca- 
tion of room. For instance, a house that 
charges ordinarily from $8 to S per day would 
fix a regular rate of $4 per day for the con- 
clave. With the exception of lodging, the ac- 
commodations will be equal to those for ordi- 
nary occasions and the hotels’ profit will lie in 
numbers and notin high prices. 

Mr. E. H. Coftin, Chairman of the Committee 
on Arrangements, is autbority for the state- 
ment that aside from the hotels, 50,000 people 
can be taken care of by private families at the 
rate of from §2to $8 per day. Numerous ap- 
plications for boarders have been received by 
him and turned over to Mr. W. H. Hodges of 
the Bureau of Information, who has them on 
file for future reference. All members of 
large commanderies will, of course, be assigned 
to quarters at the same house, and only 
the stragglers will be provided for at 13 
residences. One commandery from Peoria, 
Ill., and five commanderies from New Orleans 
and other places in the South have chartered 
steamboats forthe week, and in addition to 
making the trip on them will lodge on board 
while in the city. Four boats will also be en- 
gaged by the local committees for excur- 
sions and for entertainment uses -during 
the conclave. As this morning’s circular 
states, while the city will undoubtedly be 
somewhat janimed, yet the resources at hand 
are ample enough to provide for all. 

A number of the largest and most prominent 
commanderies of the United States not caring 
to entrust such an important matter entirely 
to the good nature of strangers have been rep- 
resented here, at different times during the 
past two or three months, by agents who have 
made the necessary preliminary 
arrangements for them, in the 
way of securing quarters and providing 
for their comfort during their stay. In most 
instances their rooms have ‘been engaged at 
hotels by contracts, setting forthin detail the 
number of men to be accommodated and the 
prices to be charged for each individual. Not 
infrequently a chart of the rooms contracted 
for was given to the representative of the 
commandery, who, from alist of members of 
his de legations, assigned his brother Knights 
their quarters upon the spot, and when they 
arrive here in September both the hotel cler 
and the Knights will be spared the annoyance 
of being ‘‘roomed.’’ 

At the Southern the commanderies which 
have contracted for quarters up to date are as 
follows; The St. Bernard and Apollo Com- 
manderies of Chicago, with 350 men each, a 
total of 700 men ; Reid Commandery of East Day- 
ton, O., 200 men; Californiastate Commandery, 
No. 1, San Francisco, with 300 men, have taken 
the entire parlor floor, and the Maysville (Ky.) 
Commandery, 125 men. This makes a total 
of 1,325 Knights who have engaged rooms at 
this house. Noroom will have less than four 
cots in it and some will have as many as fif- 
teen. The hotel has rooms to spare and can 
still take a goodly number. 

The Lindell has thus far contracted to pro- 
vide for 1,018 delegates during the conclave, 
distributed as follows: New York State Bat- 
talion, 200 strong; Jackson Commandery 
of Jacksonville, Mich., 75 members;

In addition to these, the 
Lindell will have the Grand Commanders of 
Wisconsin, Indiana and Michigan, with their 
staffs, consisting in each instance of from 
eight to ten members. 

The Laciede has undertaken to take care of 
Golden Gate Commandery, No. 16, of San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., 157 men; Colorado Commandery, 
No. 1, Denver, Col., 150 men; Mary Com- 
mandery, No. 36, Philadeiphia, 150, and all of 
the grand officers of the State of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Griswold says that he is negotiating with 
a number of commanderies which will close 
their contracts ina short time. This hotel 
can hold 600 people comfortably.

MOURNERS ATTEND THE HOME OBSEQUIES 
IN FULL EVENING DRESS. 


The Late Daniel Douglass Home—An Amer 
ican Protege of the Elder Dumas — The 
Duc de Morny’s Marriage—A Public 
Wedding — The New Duchess and Her 
Big Dot — Coquelin’s American Tour — 
Paris Chat. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YorK, July 27.—The Paris correspond- 
ent ofa morning paper, under date of July 9, 
writes as follows: The funeral of Daniel 
Douglas Howe excited no curiosity here. The 
Russian Chapel in the Rue Darue was brill 
iantly lighted and about twenty persons in 
the gorgeous display of full evening dress 
assisted at the ordinary ceremony. Their 
idea was to convey tothe minds and eyes of 
the absent assistants that death was mere 
liberation, and as daily and hourly communi- 
cation still continued, that there was no ne- 
cessity for grief or sorrow. At one time the 
deceased wasacelebrity over here. When 
he came from America he went to 
Russia with Dumas Pere, and the latter de- 
voted columns and books to his literary 
portraiture of his pro tem. hero, describing 
him asa fair blonde, with a complexion of 
lilies and roses andthe hands of a gentle- 
woman constantly adorned with new rings. 
Undoubtedly the romance writer par excel- 
lence gave to the adventures of Home all the 
marvellous imagery of bis own fertile brain, 
but substance there was, nevertheless, to 
work upon, for the luckless boy, with his stock 
intrade of moving tables, floating hands, 
laden with flowers or caresses, went all over 
the world coining money from the charitable 
and frequently believing fingers of thousands 


and millions of curious sight-seers. In 
connection with William Crookes, of 
London, Florence Cook and Katie King were 
made known tothe public. Every one rushed 
to see the corporeal and spiritual bodies of 
thetwo maidens. Photographs were taken, 
and when at last, according to Mr. Crookes, 
Miss Katie decided not to come to this naughty 
world any more, there was great weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

This effervescence is all past and gone, and 
noone seems to recollect the awe-inspiring 
medium or his outlived glory, or to have the 
curiosity to see if the spirit of the dead might 
not profit by the last golden opportunity for 
sudden appearance, and apotheosis-like in 
the climax of Brahma at the Eden. 

THE DUC DE MORN TS MARRIAGE. 

Far more attention was given to the mar- 
riage ceremony of the Duke de Morny with 
Mdile. Guzman Blanco Ybarra. There were 
no cards issued, to insure instant and exclu- 
sive entrance to the Madeleine Church. Per- 
haps,in these republican days, the imperial 
throng thought such measures unwise; in any 
case, the doors were open as usual to specta- 
tors, to prayer seekers and to any number of 
beggars. When the guests arrived they found 
only standing room and very little of 
that, for the long aisies were packed. 
The altar was beautified with waving palms 
and ferns, but not even there did one find any 
trace of the innovative taste of the famous 
fashion dictator, for such the young duke is 
supposed to be. He looked spruce and com- 
fortable, but made no standing favor of the 
blue coat with brass buftons, or other eccen- 
tric attire, as all the tailors and swell dudes 
hoped he might. He wore the conventional 
black suit with low patent-leather shoes and 
looked very much like a well-dressed New 
Yorker. His bride is not pretty; her style is 
Spanish and, of course, slie has black eyes 
and dark hair. Her figure is now only round, 
but it appears as if it might easily expand 
into a buxom healthfulness, not included in 
statuesque outline. Her expression is one of 
extreme kindliness. Without being at all em- 
parrassed she did not avoid the strong scrutiny 
of allthe world—at least a good portion of 
Paris high life, who sought to study the 
features of the present Duchess. The story of 
the dot was wafted abouton thelipsof all; 
her white bridal robe of plain, thick white 
satin showed a nice fit, but no attempt at un- 
due splendor. In short, it was in good taste 
like the rest of the proceedings, and now the 
gossips say there isa million from President 
Guzman for the hoteland furniture; anotherto 
facilitate the squaring up of the Duke’s past 
experience, and the. capital, or the income of 
three, four or five millions of francs for the 
luxurious existance of the young couple. The 
sister of the present Duchess is reported to be 
engaged tothe Count de Morny and also to 
Viscount Murat. She can probably take her 
place amid many others. illions are goody 
fruit to pick, and even those who croak at 
prizes in marriages .would be happy to have 
the chance. The Duchess De Sesto, mother of 
the Duke de Morny, is as distinguished and 
beautiful asin the imperial days and with 
Mme. Bischofheim, formerly Miss Paine, she 
was certainly the radiant star of the assem- 


bly.
